DR. DAVIDSON SPEAKS 
AT GOULD ASSEMBLY 
Dr. Sidney Wi Davidson, of 
New York City, president of the 
Board of Trustees of Gould 
Academy, addressed the stu. 
dents. of: Gould on Monday 
morning, following a most suc- 
eessful Parents’ Day and Bing- 
ham Hail dedication week end. 
Dr. Davidson was the moving 
foree behind the elaborate pro- 
gram. The following comments 
come from his speech. 


Saturday will remain a great 
historical oceasionat Gould. Bv- 
eryone who witnessed the dedi- 

tation ceremonies will long re- 
member what took place. We 
were blessed. by beautiful wea- 
ther, and victories from both 
the football and cross-country 
teams, No one person was res- 
ponsible for the suecessful week 
end. It took the combined ef- 
forts of faculty, staff, and stu- 
dents, Many commented on the 
friendliness present; never have 
been on a campus like it, There’s 
im atmosphere and. spirit here 
that isn’t often found elsewhere. 

Gould’s physical plant is as 
fine as any secondary school in 
the state, It has a top standing 
scholastically, but the students 
mustn't rest on their oars — 
that standing can slip over the 
years. 


Those attending the dedica- 
tion learned a great deal about 
the late William Bingham TT, 
in whose memory the new audi- 
torium was (dedicated. The Hon- 
orable Frances P. Bolton, sis- 
ter of Mr. Bingham, and Dr. 
Samuel Proger, both spoke ab- 
ont the humanitarian and phil- 
anthropic deeds of the quiet and 
unassuming gentleman. [The 
building has been made possible 
by contributions from the Trus- 
fees of the William Bingham TT 
Trust, The Ionorable Frances 
P, Bolton, and Mrs. Elizabeth 
B. Blossom (his sisters), and 
other members of his family,] 
The new auditorium, Bingham 
Tall, Has heen erected ta the 
memory of Mr. Bingham, but it 
ix dedicated to fhe students of 
the Academy, The stage and 
equipment Jocated there are 
conrparable ta Radio City Mu- 
gio Wall. On the front of the 
building above the portico are 
a pair of gold lions, symttolic 
of the Academy seal. There are 
made of Philippine ntahogany, 
covered with gold leaf. There 
will be a hanging lantern on the 
porticn and a tablet listing the 
names of all the Tristees since 
7836,

At its first fall meeting Tues- 
day evening at the West Parish 
Congregational Church, the 
Bethel Chamber of Commerce 
heard the report of the Study 
Committee and favorably con- 
sidered advances, 

‘In introducing the report, 
the president, Rey, Clifford 
Laws, noted. several reasons for 
making the study. There are sev- 


eral organizations doing the 


kind of community promotional 
work that a Chamber of Com- 
mercé should be doing and their 
origin wus the result of the 
Chamber not being organiza- 
tionally structured to accept the 
respousibility. The president 
said, “Changes for betterment 
and, advance do not happen by 
themselves or by any magical 
process, Somebody has to push. 
Somehody hus to care a lot ab- 
out what happens to a commun. 
ity, and that is where the Cham- 
her of Commeree should be at its 
best.’’ 


The Study Report outlined 
& series of proposals that would 
broaden the work of the Cham- 
ber, Instead of confining Ttself 
to the local community, its 
membership should be represen- 
tative of the greater Bethel 
area, seeking its members from 
wl the surrounding commun- 
ities, The Report suggested 
steps that wonld unite under 
the Chamber, the several exist- 
ing promotional organizations. 
It proposed an inerease in dues 
structure that would also unify 
the diversity of finaneial sup. 
port for promotion and develap- 
ment that now exists, Tt ealled 
to the attention of the Chamber 
mombers that there were res. 
ponsibilities to be assumed in 
the future that at the present 
rire not being carried out, for ex- 
imple, an active committee of 
merchants who wonld handle all 
nialters of policy involving mer. 
chants and the public, a code of 
practices that would bring mii- 
ty of artion on closing hones 
and holidays and special acea- 
sions, The Chamber should as 
sume amuch larger responsibili- 
ty for programs of community 
and area heattifieation with 
signs at expedient approaches 
to our entire area and increased 
activity in the promotion of the 
sepnic and tatural assets of the 
area. The Report strongly em- 
phasized that the Chamber as 
in area organization should go 
beyond the single effort of ad- 
vertising ourselves a5 a resort 
prea on a four-season basis, and 
give equal emphasis to the work 
of industrial promotion. Tor 
this purpose the Committee ree. 
ommended that there be a per- 
manent committee of the Chant- 
ber whose funetion would be 
that of working with all State 
agencies in the secking out of 
new industries for this area.
